Tho, no nas resulted a *meh greater emphasis upon tho necessity for CIA 
oooratsd and control lad trunk-line facilities* It i® apparent that ih© 
facilities of tho Arisod Ccrvicoo sill not be adequate in times of ciaorpcnoy 
to effect transraiesion of CIA traffic in ouch a manner as to pemit proper 
exorcise by the Director of his ooiaaimd functions* The following para-

4* In addition to the facilities described above* a limited number 
of mobile and al r-t ran ap or table base stations are being procured for 
rapid dispatch to areas requiring imodiate base facilities under emergency 
conditions* or to supplement or replace facilities damaged by enemy action# 
or to meet immediate operational requirement* which cannot be sorriced by 
the toon existing base facilities* 




5* Since this paper is a report on trunk-line facilities* no attempt 
has been made to show present or projected clandestine agent circuits* or 
special operational stations the activities of which require secure and 
rapid cosaamications with Washington* Eewever# the locations of the baas 
stations listed have been selected only m the basis of closest coordination 
with operational planning* 


' 3* She eatablishrsent of CIA trade-line facilities outlined above is 

dependent upon the allocation to this organisation of necessary frequencies 
fur o>r»wBoU.ng those major radio cossaunicatioas centers# Iho frequency 
roquiremnts will bo preaenfcod initially by the Comunications Divio ion 
through existing channels* but it is anticipated that allocations of the 
magnitude involved will necessitate action by thft Director at the highest 
governmental levels* A specific ncaorcndua on the latter subject will be 
forwarded upon completion of the initial investigation*
